Volume Two of PSA 1994 is scheduled to be at the press in July 1995. We will be 
ready to receive your ms anytime after January 1, and by February 1, 1995 at the very 
latest . This may be a little earlier than you were originally told, but it is necessary because 
of impending changes in the PSA business office. 


The total length of your contribution should be no more than the number of pages 
you were initially assigned by your session chair, whose total allotment for the session was 
seventy double spaced pages (commentators should check with the chair about whether 
their comments are to be published). This page number (in standard 12 point font) includes 
all notes, references, graphics and displays. To keep the volume a manageable size, I'm 
afraid we must adhere tightly to these restrictions. 


If it has been a while since you have published a paper in the Proceedings you may 
find the current instructions on manuscript preparation rather different from those in earlier 
years. We now prepare camera ready copy using a desktop publishing package, so we ask 
you to submit your abstract and paper on a disc with an IBM or Macintosh format (not 
TeX) and accompanied by hard copy, but to let us take care of all the special formatting. 
(For example, we ask you not to use automatic footnotes, or other special formatting 
functions. See enclosed instructions for details.) 


You can help us, and reduce the number of further inquiries, if you would pay 
particular attention to the References section of your paper. Before publication we need 
references to every work and author that you cite in the text. Please note the required 
information and reference style, corresponding to that of Philosophy of Science, which is 
spelled out in the enclosed instructions.

INSTRUCTIONS FOR PREPARING YOUR PSA MANUSCRIPT 


Copyright Transference 


To accord with copyright law, authors are required to sign a form transferring copyright of 
their article to the Philosophy of Science Association. No article will be published unless 
the PSA has received a signed copy of the copyright transference. Please return the 
copyright form with your manuscript. 


Abstracts 


In addition to your paper, we also need an abstract of approximately 100 words for printing 
in the front of the volume, separately from your paper. Would you please create a separate 
file for the abstract and provide us with a hard copy of the abstract as well. 


Deadline for Submission 
The deadline for receipt of the diskettes and hard copy is F 1, 1995. 
Size Restrictions 


Please adhere to the page number restrictions. This number includes all notes, references, 
and equivalent space for graphics and displays. It represents the maximum size volume 
that we may submit to the press. 


How to prepare your manuscript 


1. DISC AND HARD COPY 

Papers should be submitted on Macintosh or IBM-Compatible diskettes. No Apple 
diskettes, please; we do not have the equipment to deal with them. Diskettes should be 
accompanied by a paper copy of the article. Be sure to protect your diskette when you mail 
it, and to mark the mailer to indicate that it contains magnetic sensitive material. (We've 
had several unprotected disks trashed!) 


2. WORD PROCESSORS 

Please use common word processors: Word Perfect, WordStar, Xyrite, Microsoft 
Word on the IBM; MacWrite, Word Perfect, Microsoft Word (or something that can be 
read by Microsoft Word) on the MAC. We realize that these are not always available. In 
that case, please save your document as ASCII on IBM or Text Only on the MAC. Sorry, 
but no TeX files. We cannot process them. If you cannot choose any of these options, 
then please provide typewritten hard copy to be scanned. No dot-matrix or laser printing. 
(Daisy wheel is fine.) 


3. FORMATTING 

We create camera ready copy using a desktop publishing package. For this reason 
it is important that you create your files with minimal formatting, and avoid special 
formatting functions, 

a) Footnotes. te 1 Rather, type in the footnote 
markers and the notes just as you would any other text. (When translated to 
the desktop publishing package, the automatic numbers disappear 
completely to be replaced by the footnote text itself, sometimes accompanied 
by gibberish commands. We have to redo it all by hand, or send the paper 
back to you to start again.) 


b) Paragraphs. Do not indent paragraphs. Separate paragraphs with two (2) 
carriage returns rather than an automatic spacing function. 

c) Page Numbers. Do not paginate your document at all (we will have to replace 
the numbers). But please paginate your hard copy by hand. 

d) Copyright. We will take care of inserting the copyright information.. 

e) All Caps. Please, no words (or titles) using the special ALL CAPS function; we 
just have to retype them. 


4. HIGHLIGHTING 
Avoid the use of underlining. Whenever possible highlight with italics and DO 


NOT USE ALL CAPITAL LETTERS FOR EMPHASIS. 


5. GRAPHICS 

When dealing with graphics (a practice we urge you to keep to an absolute 
minimum), try to get access to a Macintosh. Graphics on IBM do not translate easily to the 
LaserWriter's Post Script language, which we must use. What is lined up nicely on your 
IBM and prints out fine on your printer will become a jumbled mess with the LaserWriter's 
proportional spacing. If it is not too baroque, we can duplicate your hand drawn diagram 
on the MAC provided what you submit to us is done very carefully and you provide 
detailed instructions (with dimensions, separations, etc. specified) for us to reproduce. Be 
sure to allocate space for all your graphics when calculating your assigned page length. 


6. FONTS AND CHARACTERS 

You may use any font in common use. If you need to make extensive use of a 
foreign alphabet, or of special characters (e.g., ti, 6, ¢, €é, A, 0, ©, +) please produce your 
manuscript on a Macintosh, since the character translations from IBM to LaserWriter are 
very limited. If you are a Macintosh user and you have employed exotic fonts in your 
paper would you please send us the special font along with your file. If you are not on the 
MAC would you please call our attention to the symbols you have used on your 
accompanying hard copy. As for script, I am afraid we do not have the means to produce 
any script characters at all, so please find an alternative notation. 


7. FORMULAS 
When working with complex scientific formulas at all costs avoid super or 


subscripting one character directly above another. Try to represent formulas in single-line 
formats (e.g., use 'p = dv/dt' rather than 'p = = ), and with no more than one character 


raised or dropped at a time. Avoid overprinting two characters as this creates problems 
with the LaserWriter. Use fonts that are in common use, and if possible try to work ona 
Macintosh. (The character translations from IBM to Laserwriter are very limited.) 


8. FIRST PAGE 
The title and author format should look like this (we will center, highlight, etc.):

Reginald Greery 


University of Manhattan 


Style: Citations, Footnotes, References, Section Headings 


In so far as possible, articles published in the Proceedings follow the same conventions as 
articles published in Philosophy of Science with respect to the style of citations, footnotes, 
references, and section headings. Below is a sample of the most common types. Please 
note the use of commas, periods, colons, and parentheses; for that is what makes the 
required reference style! (When in doubt check the March issue of Philosophy of Science 
for more detailed directions.) 


CITATIONS IN THE TEXT 


Cite references and attributions in the text, rather than by footnote, e.g., (McMullin 1985) 
or (Putnam 1985, 321) or (Kuhn 1985, 321- 326). [Note where the comma is used, and 


where not.] 


If the context clearly specifies the reference, you can follow this pattern: "... Fine's 
antirealist interpretation (1993, 90-92) builds on his earlier realist one (1984).” 


For more than one reference to the same author in the same year, follow this pattern: 
"..in his useful review article, Suppes (1990b) also summarizes his previous work 
(Suppes 1990a)." [Note how to keep tabs on chronological order.] 


FOOTNOTES (Remember, please do not use an automatic footnote function.) 


Acknowledgement Footnote. If you wish to include a footnote acknowledging support or 
discussions, it should be the first footnote and indicated by placing an asterisk (*) after the 
author's name on the first page. (N.B. This instructions differs from that of the Philosophy 


of Science format.) 


Discursive Footnotes. These should be kept to an absolute minimum. Incorporate the 
material in the body of the text wherever possible. 


Placement. Number the footnotes consecutively and place them at the end of the article in a 
section entitled "Notes" that comes before the list of References. Again, please do not use 
an automatic footnote function.

These examples should cover the common kinds of cases.

Be thorough about citing references. It is crucial to have all of the information for each 
teference. 


Please remember that we ask you zot to use automatic footnoting functions. Collect Notes 
and References at the end, Notes before References.

Proofread your work carefully, and be sure that all mentioned works and authors are 
properly referenced. If operating with minimal formatting leads to any ambiguity about 
how you want the final product to look, you should annotate the hard copy of the paper and 
we will try to follow your suggestions.
